. GERMANY PLAYING A GAME 

Germany has no intention of carrying out the 
terms of the peace treaty, except as she is 
compelled to, and has no policy except that of 
expediency, which will be determined by the 
strength or weakness of the allies as such—as 
allies. Every effort to divide the allies in mat- 
ters of policy, particularly England, France and 
the United States, is directly in the interest of 
Germany, and that is just exactly what she is 
trying in every possible way to do. Just as 
Germany hoped to win the war by dividing the 
allied troops, so they now hope to reinstate them- 
Selves in power as a nation by dividing the allied 
peoples and their statesmen. German plropagan- 
dists and their dupes and hirelings, including 
some newspapers of the Hearst stripe, are active 
in work to this end. Their hand has been seen 
in many movements here in America, the latest 
of which was the effort to arouse American re- 
Sentment against England over Japan and _ by 
creating the impression that Britain would re- 
fuse to pay us ‘her war debt. German militarists 
and officials are the same Huns today they were 
during the war, It is born in the flesh and 
bred in the bone, and they will always bear 
watching, for there is little honor or honesty 
in any of them.
